HANG A FEW OF THEM. 


The frequency with which the coon- 


try heart of the failures of men entrust 
ed with the safe-keeping of money 
belonging to others suggests the inquiry 
whether there should not be a resort to 
more heroic remedies for the treatment 
of the evil. 
Scarcely a day passes that 


does not record the story of the defal- 
cation of some guardian, administrator, 
bank cashier, or other fiduciary agent. 
The savings of the industrious poor, 
laid up for a provision against the time 
when labor is no longer possible, the 
meager legacies left for the support of 
the widow sod orphan, the accumula- 
tions of life insurance and trust com- 
panies that represent the aggregate ol 
loving care for the dependent ones of 
thousands of fathers and husbands—all 
those are daily swept away by the dis 
honesty of trusted agents, and the sum 
total of misery that results from these 
causes is absolutely appalmg in its im 
mensity. 
Only yesterday the financial 


world stood aghast at the news that a 
bank oashicr in Newark, New Jersey, 
had squandered (w/o millions of dollars 
belonging to the institution whose af- 
fairs he managed. 
There was no ques- 


tion as to the identity of the guilty 
party, for he confessed his guilt. A 
great life insurance company—the Mu- 
tual Benefit, of Newark—is a loser by 
this failure to the extent of a million 
or more, and this was money collected 
from policy holders in a score of states 
who had fondly hoped that they were 
making provision for their loved ones 
against the day of want. It is not 
known yet whether this gigantic loss 
will result in the failure of the insur- 
ance company or not, but there can be 
no doubt that it will be severely crip- 
pled by it. 
The resources of the com- 


pany will be reduced by just the amount 
lost and its power to meet its liabilities 
just that much diminished. 
The secur- 


ity to its policy holders is worth a mil- 
lion dollars loss than they supposed, 
and this loss must divided among thous- 
ands of poor people throughout the 
country who bad made it the receptacle 
of their savings. 


The man who stole all this money 


has been arrested, as a matter of coarse, 
bat what punishment will be meted oat 
to him that will be at all commensu- 
rate with the enormity oi his guilt? If 
he had taken a crow bar and worked 
his way into the safe of some old Shy- 
lock, he would doubtless get ten or a 
dozen years in the state prison, bat he 
was not guilty of any such offense. 
He 


merely took the money of widows and 
orphans that bad been trusted to his 
seeping, probably losing it in stock 
speculations or squandering it in riotous 
living, and the chances are that he will 
*ei off with a nominal penalty, if he 
does not entirely escape. 
And then 


the country will wag along in its heed- 
less nay again for a short time, until 
it is waked up into its periodical ex- 
citement by a repetition of the crime 
upon tuo part of somebody else. 


The fact is, we treat criminals of this 


kind with too much leniency. A slim 
chance to be sent to prison for a few 
jears is not sufficient to deter villains 
from taking risks that they hope to 
mako the source of great profit 
The 


luuishmeut ought to be more terrible 
n its character, and altogether more 
swift and certain. 
A dose of hemp, 


administered sxternallj, would do good, 
And if Baldwin, the Newark cashier, 
does not get it he will get off too easy.

(Illini) wag organized in 1864, having 
nnti) then formed a part of Harristown. 
At the first election about 35 votes 
were polled. So scattered tted few were 
the homes of the settlers at that time 
that it was necessary to enfold sheep at 
night to secure them from the depreda- 
tions of wolves. The occupants of the 
township supposed that during their 
lives, at least, there would be unlimited 
range for their flocks and herds. A 
few summers were enough, however, to 
transfer railroad lands, swamp lands and 
school lands to individual ownership, to 
dot it all over with houses, barns, or- 
chards, &o.j a few more sufficed to drain 
it and render nearly every acre of it 
arable. In the meantime a railroad 
crossed it,and around its depot a village 
grew up with churches, schools, shops, 
and the facilities necessary to the hand- 
ling of the products of our, agricultural 
people and dor supplying its wants. The 
census-taker found, a year ago, 1240 in- 
habitants of the township. This brief 
outline of its development might be 
applied with bat little modification to 
thousands of townships throughout the 
Northwest. 
Civilization 
has 
taken 


mighty strides in our time, and such 
strides as will never be saen again on 
this continent. 


The people who have come in to oc- 


oapy this portion of the prairie came 
from Germany, came from Great 
Bri- 


tain, came from the older states of the 
Union—New England having the larg- 
est representation here, so it is fre- 
quently called the Yankee settlement. 
This Yankee man brought with him 
and retains most of 
the distinctive 


characteristics of his friends at home. 
The methods of farming under which 
le was reared, have, of coarse, been 
jreatly modified by his altered environ- 
nents, but his mode of expression, bis 
intonation of speech, his industry, his 
negligence of attire,his regaid for edu- 
cation, his disdain of 
politeness, his 


habit of paying his debts, his zeal for 
jarty, his contempt for precedents, bis 
obedience to law (when it suits him), his 
;>ride of lineage, bis fondness for Med- 
'ord rum, his veneration for Daniel 
Webster and Sam Adams—in all this, 


is the duplicate of the man of Bos- 


ton.

>ower of this deep soil, its retention of 
noisture under such trying conditions, 
lave given it a value in Us owner's eyes 
^hat it never had before. Its ability to 
withstand deluging 
raias 
has been 


csted heretofore, and now great oonfi 
dence is telt in its productiveness under 
all conditions to whict it is likely to be 
subjected. 


The experience of the last five years 
s been too limited, of course, to deta 


onstrate the productiveness of wheat 
culture, but it has been encouraging. 
One fact has been demonstrated by the 
ex erienee of the last few years, in re- 
lation to prairie farming, and that is 
the profitableness of investing money in 
tile draining. No one here questions 
that statement. 
Numerous instances 


can be cited to show that the entire 
outlay necessary to drain a tract of land 
has been returned in one crop by the 
increased yield. 
There are but few 


farms here whuh are not now partially 
or completely underlaid with tile.

Tbe General Assembly aball provide a thor- 
ough and efficient syltem of free schools, 
whereby all children of tbis State mar receive 
a trood common soboo 1 ed ucmtlon. (State Con- 
stitution, Art. 8, Sec. 1.) 


The preceding clause Is quoted direct from 


tbe State Constitution of Illinois. The General 
Assembly, (the legislature). In complying with 
the requirements of the above clause of our 
ezcelleDt constitution as devised by the able 
committee that framed It, and as established 
by the vote of the people, sonant to comply 
with Its requirements to the very letter by 
offering to the commonwealth our excellent 
system of schools. Our legislators have been 
wise In providing means for the maintenance 
of these schools. 
A systematic division of 


school work distributes the burden of conse- 
quent labor from carrying out such a grand 
system among a happily devised plan of 
office work from tbe head of the system to the 
laborer in the sohool-room. Saying the least 
then of the plans for carrying out "a thorough 
and effloipnt system of free schools," BO far as 
paying for tbe system is concerned, and so far 
as the officering of the state, county, township 
and district Is concerned, wo have a perfect 
system. We are not ready to growl and set 
up a ory at tbe systematic routine work of 
getting the schools ready for the "children of 
the slate," but we are going to flail fault wltb 
the results obtained from tbe most perfect 
workings of this system. Let us look at the 
fruits of all this outlay of work and money for 
a moment. 


The constitution provides that "an children 


of the state may receive a good common scbcol 
education." Have we any system for carrying 
thit out? Suppose it read for one-half of the 
"children receiving a good common school 
education," ore we even doing fifty percent of 
such a requirement? Certainly not. 
It is a 


lamentable faot that we do not give one-half of 
our schoo! population "a good common school 
education." Why is this? In attempting to 
answer tills all Important question, space will 
not allow us to go Into detail; bat wo most 
earnestly Invite the reader's attention to the 
following Items, to be considered as loading 
points In answering It, viz: 


1. Our system ends with the threshold of the 


school-room. 


We levy our taxes, collect them, build our 


school bouses, elect our officers, appoint our 
teachers, and pay for all running expenses 
cheerfully and wllllBgly; comply with tbe let- 
ter of the law without fa murmur, etc., then 
ft and and wonder why our schoolsldo not make 
scholars. In doing all this we have "only pre- 
pared to educate. We stop here! This .'point 
should be the beginning of an education so far 
as text book knowledge Is concerned. (We are 
not discussing the question as to what is 
meant by an education). No one will claim 
for an Instaat that we arc making echolarg. 
Thousands are leaving our common schools 
yearly wltbVnly a smattering of the common 
branches. We have no systematic plan for 
holding pupOx in our schools. They are leav- 
ing the schools with a distaste for study rather 
than a love for It. 


2. Thert is nothing in our schools (country) for 


which to work. 


Tbe child needs something to work for. 
Ho 


needs to know bis grade, rank andstandlng. es 
compared with the standard of comparison. 
His work should bo as carefully recorded as 
bis attendance. The law compels the latter 
and should the former. 


3. We havt no graded course of study to follow 


as a guide to the end to be accomplished. 


Pupils must be placed in tbe natural order of 


studies or else they will place themselves In 
an, unnatural one. They must bo promoted or 
else there Is nothing for which to aspire. 


4. Finally, there w an utter want of any union 


in the uork of the individual teacher. 


So long as schools ore run subject to the 


guidance and Individual whims of a succession 
of term teachers so long will lutorosl and a 
love for the school room bo unknown In the 
rural districts. We need a systematic and nat- 
ural course of study fully carried out. 
A 


course of study that will hold the pupil in it 
till ho Is flttlc-1 for the high school: n course 
that will prorido for a rugulur sorter* of pro- 
motions; for regular month!) examinations 
supplemented by annual examinations; fora 
strict and legal record of the work ol each pu- 
pil; for regular reports to parents; for ooui- 
p»rativo work at least annually; for reporting 
names and addresses of those who full to at- 
tend school at least three months In tho year 
till of a stated ago. and of many other ml nor 
items of equal \alue and a necessity to such a 
plan.

A Fearful Accident at DUoon. 


Yesterday, Just as we went to press, tbe 
dings of a most heart-rending calamity which 
ocurreJ about one o'clock P. M., at, Maoon, 
ere received and a mere mentioning of the 
readful affair made In our local columns 
To-day we give the saddening particulars, 
bleb are as follows: 
The city of Maoon has been for some length 
f time engaged In digging a well with capacity 
or supplying the public with good and unfail- 
ng water. The extreme drought during tho 
ast summer, and tbe consequent scarcity of 
water, rendered this undertaking a prime 


eceselty. 
Two young men, Fred Wilds and William 
:alips,oged respectively 80 and 19, of excellent 
haraoter, and whose parents reside In Macon, 
were engaged In excavating at the bottom of 


well which had been Bunk to a depth of 


20 feet and struck water and gas. 
They immediately gave the signal to be elev- 
ted, which was being promptly executed, and 
he unfortunate boys wera , rapidly being 
rawn from a horrible fate when, doubtless 
elng overcome by Inhaling the poisonous 


they dropped from the bucket, which bad 


Isen a considerable distance, and fell with a 
eartrendlng thud back to the bottom of tbe 


well, striking terror to those engaged In extrl- 
atlnjr them from then: moat shocking death 
eep down In the earth. To add to tbe awful- 
ess of such a fate, tbe aides of the well caved 
n, burylDfr them beneath some 36 feet of sand. 
The city was thrown Into tbe most profound 
onsternatlon, and the poor parents of the 
oys were nearly frantlo with grief 
Every possible effort was making for tbe 


recovery of tbe bodies, and a man bad desoend- 


d the well and was digging through the sand 
ndeavorlng to reach them, but our latest re- 
ports from the scene of tbe tragedy contain no 
nformatlon of their having been found. 
The fathers of the two boys are Geo. Wilds 


and Daniel Kallps, well-knowa to the commu- 
nity They, with the torriblj afflicted mother 
nd relatives, have tbe genuine sympathy o 
ill our people. 
We learn to-day that the well did not cave In, 


as was at first supposed, but that water, gas 
and sand were thrown up with terrific force 


nd struck and stifled the younj; men when 


about twenty feet from the bottom of the 
well, and while In tbo bucket being drawn up 
Testorday afternoon aoon aftertheoccurronce 
a man was lowered carefully down in searchof 
tbe missing men. Tbe gas soon overcame him 
so that be was hastily withdrawn. Air was 
'orcod Into tbe well and tbe dead bodies of 
poor Wild and Kallps were found floating in 
bo water, which bad rushed In to tbe depth of 
about forty feet. They wore extricated atd 
given Into tae charge of their distressed pai" 
ents. 


CoronerDlnneen went down on the train 
ast evening aud held an Inqueston the bodies, 
and a verdict was returned in accordance with 
4he facts. It appears in evidence that tbe well 
did not cave in as has been supposed, but that 
tho filling up from the bottom was caused by 
the bursting in of a subterranean stream.

DDATk OF AJT OLD CITIBBV. 


From Pi-War's Dally. 


In our issue of yesterday allusion waa 


made to tbe death of one of Deoatui'l 
and Macon county's old-time settles*, 
THOMAS H. MORBIS. 


Mr. Morris was bora In Maryland, De- 


cember 1, lfi>5, and departed this life af- 
ter a long and varied pilgrimage, at bit 
residence on East William street.tbis city,. 
Oct. 27, 1881, consequently be wau near- 
ly 86 years of age. He removed from 
tbe state of Maryland 
when a small 


)oy, and became a resident of Pickaway 
county, Ohio, whence have come so many 
of our older citizens. Either in tbe last 
named state, or in Indiana, be enlisted, 
while yet a mere lad, in the war of 1818, 
as a member of infantry under Capt. Me- 
Samara. He was fortunate eaough lo 
escape unscathed from tbe dangers of his 
soldier 
experience, 
and 
removed 


to Macon county, Illinois, in tbe year 
1838, and settled where Capt. Boardmao, 
one of Macon county's pioneers, now re- 
sides, in Wbeatland townsblp.about three 
miles southeast of Decalur. 


On March 24th, 1814, Mr. Morris wa* 


married in Oblo, or Indiana, to Nancy 
Wolverton. After ber deatb be was, on 
the 3d day of September, 1832, married M 
Nancy Lyncb. His third wife WM Susan 
Greenfield,to whom be was united In mar- 
riage December lOlb, 1864. HI* fourth 
wife, with whom be formed a matrimo- 
nial alliance on tbe 27th of September, 
1863, and who now survives him, wa* 
Nancy Fletcher. 
Mr. Morris leave* 


seven surviving children, five bo;* 
and two girls, all adults, to mourn his 
departure, the oldest of whom is Mark 
Morris, now residing <n Oregon. 
Tbe 


next oldest is Sarah Agen, now a red- 
dent of this citv. Tbe third member of 
the family is Lewis Morris, DOW living in 
Mt. Zion township, this county. Cornel- 
ius Morris, residing In Wheatland town- 
ship, is bis fourth child. John Morrli, 
now living in Decatur, is bl* fifth child. 
Jane Kendall, wife of Mr. Oliver Kendall 
of Mi. Z on townsblp, is bis sixlb child, 
and tbe youngest member of tbe family 
Is Douglas Morris, residing in Deoatur. 


He leaves 41 grand children and forty 


five great grand children. 


The burial will take place at the Wal- 


nut tirove school bouse cemetery, font 
miles south of Decatur, the funeral ser- 
vices to be beld at tbe above named 
school bouse on Saturday, tbe 2°th Inst., 
at one o'clock. 


Mr. Morris has been a man of great 


means, baving given to each ofhislflve 
ions upon reaching their majority, 80 
acres of good farming land, and to each 
of his two daughters considerable money 
and real estate. He was a peculiar man 
in many respects, possessing a remarka- 
bly strong constitution, Inured to all the 
hardships ot pioneer life; wa* energetic, 
acquisitive, persistent in what be believ- 
ed to be right, a man of lion wiil and • 
determination that was almost pbenoml- 
nal. He possessed in short,those quali- 
ties In an eminent degree characterizing 
tbe brave and hardy pioneers of our own 
county and state.

In the Amount a Bank 
Cashier Embezzled. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 31.—The Post's 


Newark, N. J , special says • The Direo 
tore ot the Mechanics' National Bank, 
the largest back ID Newark, this morn- 
ing announced its suspension 
A meet- 


ing of the directors was held yesterday 
after noon, aud Cashier O. L Baldwin 
stated the bank was not in condition to 
pay, and that the liabilities were so 
great that further attempts to carry on 
business would be useless 
The direc- 


tors offered to subscribe $500,000 to 
pat the bank in condition for business, 
bat the cashier responded that $2,000,- 
000 would not do it. The directors 
then decided to suspend business at 
once 


Cashier Baldwin was arrested by the 


United States Marshal on the affidavit 
of a director, who charged him with 
confessing to the board yesterday that 
be had fraudulently misused over $2,- 
000,000 ol its funds 
The directors 


are in session with closed doors, and the 
wildest rumors are afloat, which are im- 
possible to verify 
No suspicion is yet 


felt toward any other than the cashier, 
who had the unlimited confidence of the 
president and directors 
The cashier, 


fearing a visit from the National Bank 
Examiner, called the directors together 
yesterday and confessed the terrible 
condition of affairs. 


Baldwin stated voluntarily that about 


the year 1873 he began to make loans 
to C. Nugent & Co , morocco manufac- 
turers, without secanty or the sanction 
cf the directors. 
Having begun, he 


was in (be power of Nugent & Co , and 
continued the accommodations, some- 
times loaning them $50,000 in one 
month, till the total increased to a ru- 
inous amount. Nugent assured bim be 
bad Urge property and capital in the 
business, which would make all loans 
good. Nugent was well aware he (Bald- 
win) waa using the bank's money, and 
always promised to surrender his prop- 
erty in case of any trouble. 
Under 


these circumstances the loan was in- 
creased till it reached over $2,000,000 
The manner in which this was done was 
thus 
Nugent would give drafts on 


friends in New York, which would be 
credited him as cash, and Baldwin 
would use the bank's money to take up 
the drafts when due 
The books were 


so falsified as to show the accounts to 
be correct 
Finally, however, the loss 


es wore placed IQ the account of the 
Bjechamcs' bank, New York, agent of 
the Newark bank, so that while it ap- 
peared the Newark bank had claims'for 
$2,000,000 against the New York bank, 
in truth tho Newark bank owes the Now 
York bank $200,000 
This difference 


is almost wholly due to nrcfruhr trans- 
actions vith Nugent

speculated very little, and lost nothing

says New York can be held liable for
